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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior lo the dale of application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Toshihiko (JP 
07153662). 

Toshihiko discloses an electron beam aligner comprising: 

a substrate holder (FIG. 7, element 8) provided within a chamber for holding a 
semiconductor substrate on a surface of which a resist film is formed (FIG. 7, element 9); 

electron beam irradiation means for fully irradiating said resist film 
with an electron beam (FIG. 7, element 3a); and 

gas collection means provided on said chamber for collecting an 

outgassing released fi*om said resist film when irradiated with said electron beam 
(paragraph 0022). (It is well known in the art that an outgassing is released from a resist film 
when the resist film is irradiated with an electron beam; for example, Somekh (US 6427703) 
discloses that the continuous exposure of the wafer to electron-beam processing causes a release 
of carbon through the outgassing from the wafer and the presence of organic materials in the 
wafer (column 6, line 15-18)). 

Referring to claim 2: further comprising gas analysis means for analyzing a constituent 
of said outgassing collected by said gas collection means (paragraph 0022). 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Dinsmore (US 6324923) discloses an invention relating to collecting chemicals and 
chemical compounds outgassed by a sample in a testing container (column 1, line 12-15). The 
sample is analyzed using a gas chromatograph and a mass spectrometer to determine the 
composition of the different outgassed compounds (column 2, line 8-11).
